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Gentlemen, 

BIRTHS. 

The  number  of  Births  in  Dodworth  and  Gilroyd  in 
1909  was  122,  a rate  of  32*7  per  1000  estimated 
population. 

The  Birth  rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1909 
was  25'6. 

DEATHS. 

The  number  of  Deaths,  including  2 in  public 
institutions,  was  46,  a rate  of  12-3  per  1000  persons 
living  in  Dodworth. 

This  is  the  lowest  number  of  deaths  since  1899, 
when  36  deaths  were  registered. 
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The  Death  rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1909 
was  I4’5. 


The  deaths  of  males  and  females  were  22  and  24. 

Twelve  children  died  under  i year  of  age.  Three  of 
these  died  from  premature  birth,  3 from  congenital 
defects  (malformation  at  birth),  i from  injury  at  birth, 
I each  from  bronchitis,  diarrhoea,  enteritis  (inflammation 
of  bowels),  and  2 from  debility.  The  first  6 died  under 
I week  old.  The  rate  is  91  per  1,000  births  registered. 

The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  1909  was  109. 
For  Rural  Districts  only  it  was  98  per  1,000  births. 


The  birth  rate,  death  rate,  and  infantile  death  rate 
for  England  and  Wales  are  the  lowest  ever  recorded. 
All  are  falling  simultaneous  year  by  year. 


Localities  of  Deaths  : 
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The  chief  causes  of  deaths  were  Diphtheria  i,  Enteric 
Fever  i,  Influenza  i,  Phthisis  i,  Cancer  6,  Bronchitis  5, 
Pneumonia  5,  Alcoholism  i,  Accidents  5.  Nine  persons 
died  aged  over  65.

igog  is  the  considerable  number  of  Enteric  Fever  cases. 
Four  of  the  6 were  in  Gilroyd.  In  connection  with  this 
I may  call  attention  to  the  drainage  from  a cowhouse 
above  Gilroyd  getting  through  into  Top  Street. 


Cowsheds,  Dairies,  and  INIilkshops  All  have  been 
repeatedly  visited,  and  have  been  found  fairly  satisfactory. 
Suggestions  have  been  made  for  improved  lighting  and 
ventilation  in  certain  cases. 

Slaughter-houses.  There  are  6 Slaughter-houses  in 
the  township.  The  meat  is  frequently  inspected  by  the 
M.O.H.  and  Sanitary  Inspector,  but  not  at  the  time 
of  slaughtering.  The  meat  is  not  seen  by  a specially 
certificated  inspector.  No  meat  was  found  in  igog  to 
be  diseased  or  tuberculous.  The  floor  of  one  slaughter- 
house was  last  year  found  defective,  but  will  soon  be 
put  right. 


Notification  of  Births’  Act  has  not  been  adopted  in 
Dodworth.  There  are  no  health  visitors  for  Dodworth. 
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The  only  special  measures  that  have  been  taken  for 
reduction  of  infantile  mortality  is  the  distribution, 
through  the  mid-wives,  of  handbooks  on  The  Care 
of  the  Baby.”
